THE YOUNG MEN'S CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION OF MONTREAL 

HAS NOW COMPLETED EIGHTY YEARS OF SERVICE, AND THE YEAR 
-JuS® GONE HAS, IN SOME RESPECTS, BEEN MOST NOTABLE OF Alto, 
THE GENERAL WORLD-WIDE ECONOMIC DEPRESSION, WHICH IS RE- 
PORTED TO SE ONE OF THE MOST SEVERE AND LONGEST CONTINUED 
IN RECORDED HISTORY, HAS THROWN UPON THE ASSOCIATION AN 
UNPRECEDENTEO DEMAND FOR SERVICE. UNLIKE MANY BUSINESS 
ORGANIZATIONS, THE YeMeCoA. IN TIMES OF DEPRESSION HAS 
EVEN MORE CALLS UPON IT THAN IN NORMAL YEARS. YOUNG MEN 
HAVE MORE LEISURE TIME ANO BECAUSE OF THE EXIGENCIES OF 
THE SITUATION, ARE MUCH MORE SERIOUS ABOUT THEIR USE OF 
1Te HUNOREDS OF THEM, OUT OF EMPLOYMENT, OR ONLY PART=- 
1ALLY EMPLOYED, COME TO THE "Y" WITH BAFFLING AND DIFF- 
CULT PROBLEMS OF ALMOST EVERY KIND; AND BOYS, WHO AT 
NORMAL TIMES REMAIN IN SCHOOL, ARE FORCEO TO LEAVE THEIR 
STUDIES IN ORDER TO TAKE THE PLACE OF BREADWINNERS IN 
THEIR FAMILIES WHO HAVE BEEN THROWN OUT OF WORKe 


ALONG WITH THIS GREATER DEMAND FOR SERVICE, 
HOWEVER, THERE 1S NO CORRESPONDING INCREASE IN MEMBERSHIP 
FEES, OR IN SUBSCRIPTIONS. MANY HOMES HAVE FOUND IT 
IMPOSSIBLE TO MEET EVEN THE SMALLEST MEMBERSHIP FEE FOR 
THEIR BOYSe YOUNG MEN IN RESIDENCE IN THE "Y" HAVE 
TEMPORARILY LOST THEIR JOBS ANO WHILE FINDING ANOTHER 
POSITION, HAVE HAD DIFFICULTY IN PAYING THEIR ROOM RENTS. 
STUDENTS IN THE EVENING COLLEGE HAVE FOUND IT HARD TO 
MEET THEIR PAYMENTS FOR TUITION FEES ON ACCOUNT OF RE- 
DUCED EARNINGS. THESE GENERAL CONDITIONS, COMBINEO WITH 
THE FACT THAT THE ASSOCIATION REMODELLED THE CENTRAL 
BUILDING AND COMPLETED THE CONSTRUCTION OF THE LARGEST 
OF ITS CONTEMPLATED THREE NEW BUILDINGS, HAVE MADE THE 
YEAR A RATHER TRYING ONE. UNUSUALLY HEAVY DEMANDS HAVE 
BEEN MADE UPON THE PATIENCE, TACT AND COURAGE OF ‘LAYMEN 
AND STAFF, BUT THROUGH THEIR EFFORTS THE YeMeCeAs WITH 
ITS MANY*SIDED WORK, HAS HAD A GOOD YEAR AND HAS PROVID- 
ED A STEADYING INFLUENCE AMONG OUR YOUNG PEOPLE WHICH 
HAS BEEN OF GREAT SIGNIFICANCE IN MAINTAINING THE MORALE 
OF THE COMMUNITY.

AS THIS REPORT IS BEING WRITTEN, WORD HAS COME

HIS DEATH HAS OCCURRED AT A TIME WHEN HE HAD ENTERED UPON 

WHAT PROMISED TO BE A NEW PUBLIC CAREER OF GREAT USEFULNESS 
TO THE NATIONAL LIFE OF INDIA. 


PROGRESS OF NEW BUILDINGS: 


TWO MONTHS AFTER THE NEW SOUTHWESTERN BRANCH 
BUILDING WAS OPENED, THE CONTRACT WAS SIGNED FOR THE CON} 
. STRUCTION OF THE TWELVE STOREY EVENING COLLEGE ANO RESID- 
ENCE BUILDING ON STANLEY STREET AND THE REMODELLING OF 
THE EXISTING BUILDING ON DRUMMOND STREET WHICH WAS OPENED 
in 1912. THE PROJECT WAS AN UNUSUALLY DIFFICULT ONE FROM 
AN ENGINEERING AND ARCHITECTURAL POINT OF VIEW. DUE TO 
THE FACT THAT THE PRESENT BUILDING WAS ON PILES, ANXIETY 
was FELT AS TO THEIR CONDITION WHEN THEY WERE EXPOSED IN 
ORDER TO EFFECT THE NECESSARY HOOK-UP WITH THE NEW BUILDING. 


- FROM AN ADMINISTRATIVE POINT OF VIEW, TO CONTIN- 
UE THE OPERATION OF THE CENTRAL BRANCH, WITH SOME 3,000 
MEMBERS AND THE HOST OF TRANSIENTS WHO STREAMED INTO OUR 
BUILDING DAILY, WHILE THE RE=PIPING OF THE ENTIRE BUILO- 
ING, THE RE*ARRANGING OF ROOMS, PLASTERING, PAINTING AND 
PLUMBING WORK WAS BEING CARRIED OUT, WAS A TASK OF GREAT 
MAGNITUDE. 


IT REQUIRED A GOOD DEAL OF COURAGE FOR THE BOARD 
OF DIRECTORS, IN THE FACE OF ECONOMIC CONOITLONS WHICH 
WERE DELAYING PAYMENTS ON ACCOUNT OF BUILDING FUND PLEDGES, 
TO FACE SO HEAVY AN OBLIGATION AS THE EXPENDITURE OF 
NEARLY $1,000,000.00 WHICH THIS PROJECT INVOLVED. 


IT WAS, HOWEVER, A MATTER OF GREAT URGENCY THAT 
THE OLD BOILER ROOM EQUIPMENT BE REPLACED AND THE HOT 


BATER PEPCS IAROVGHOUT THE SUILOING BE RENEWEO; ALSO, 
THAT THE NEW LABORATORIES AND SOME OF THE NEW CLASS- 
ROOMS SHOULD BE COMPLETED BY OCTOBER IST IN ORDER THAT 
STUDENTS WHO WERE TAKING THE FULL HIGH SCHOOL COURSE 

IN THE COLLEGE SHOULD NOT HAVE THEIR EVENING STUDIES 
INTERRUPTED. _THAT THE COLLEGE WAS ABLE TO OPEN AT THE 
BEGINNING OF THE FALL TERM WITH AN EVEN GREATER ENROL~ 
MENT THAN LAST YEAR REFLECTS GREAT CREDIT UPON ALL CON- 
CERNED. AS A MATTER OF FACT, THE TRANSFORMATION WROUGHT 
IN THE OLD BUILDING DURING THE SUMMER MONTHS, ESPECIAL- 
LY ON THE THIRD FLOOR, WAS AN AMAZING ONE AND MADE THE 
COLLEGE ONE OF THE FINEST EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS IN

ER BATHS FOR BOYS, MEN, AND THE BUSINESS AND PROFESSION= 
AL MEN'S CLUB; TWO HANDICRAFT ROOMS FOR BOYS; THREE NEW 
HANOBALL COURTS; NEW CHESS AND CHECKER TASLES IN THE 
BILLIARD ROOM; MODERN SODA FOUNTAIN AND LUNCHEONETTE; 
AND COMPLETE EQUIPMENT FOR A NEW INDIVIDUAL HEALTH SERV= 
(CE ROOM WITH TWO ULTRA VIOLET LAMPS, AN INFRA RED LAMP, 
AN ELECTRIC BATH CABINET, AND A MASSAGE TASLE ALL IN 
CHARGE OF A SWEDISH MASSEUR.

THE COMPLETION OF THE BUILDING MARKED AN INTER 

ESTING AND UNIQUE MILESTONE IN THE ASSOCIATION'S HISTORY. 

IT 1S UNTERESTING IN THAT THE BUILDING 1S LOCATED IN 
THE LARGEST CITY IN CANADA AND 1S THE LARGEST ASSOCIA= 
TION BUILDING IN THE DOMINION. IT IS UNIQUE, BECAUSE 
OF THE INTIMATE RELATION WHICH THE RESIDENCE ROOMS AND 
COLLEGE HAVE TO OUR EIGHT BRANCHES, IT BEING THE POLICY 
OF THEASSOCIATION TO CENTRALIZE ITS RESIDENCE ROOMS AND 
FORMAL EDUCATIONAL WORKe 


,WE DESIRE TO RECORD THAT THE METROPOLITAN BUILO=
